THE "RESERVE." 


Tha resolution offered by Mr. Dawaa,

iu thostnlo prison Ihc inspectors may pay to 
him or hiii family one tenth of the value of 
hi.s labor (luring hw incarcenlliou. The lull 
It a movo in the right direction, but, «s Mr. 
AyleuworlU of Providence expressed it, "it 
doosu't hit 
the case." There can be no 


question of the duty of the state to hulp 
discharged convicts to earn an honest liveli- 
hood, but to place a hundred dollars iu a 
criminal's hands and give him his liberty 
looks like a rather dangerous experiment. 
Tho most natural thing in the world for him 
lo do would be to celebrate his newly ob. 
tained freedom by going on a glorious drunk. 
The most important thing for a man to leave 
prison with, is a habit of industry and ihe 
knowledge of the whole of some trade. With 
the latter the contract system 
interferes. 


While this system may pay pecuniarily it 
does not pay in any other way, for the pris- 
oners are Ml kept at sorna one branch of 
trade aud leavo the prison with very small 
prospects of finding employment. It is Iho 
duty of the state to instruct convicts: not 
to make money out of them. 


A serious defect in Mr. Day's measure is 


'that the money to bo paid the prisoner is 
earned by him under compulsion. Ife feels 
uo interest in getting the money, for his 
own will has had nothing to do either with 
ihe labor or the compensation. He taken 
the money as a bonus and spends it on his 
appetites. A bettor system than this is the 
one pursued iu the Now York slate prison nt 
Auburn, nnd at some other institutions, by 
which the convict is allowed to do over work 
aud draws full pay for it. Tho man works 
voluntarily, wilh n definite object in view. 
He receives much or little as ho has been 
industrious or lazy. When he draws his 
money he dues so wilh the consciousness 
that ho has earned it by "genuine work ren- 
dered of his own free will, and be appreci- 
ates it accordingly. A man is much more 
apt to spend wisely money that ho hns 
earned than money that is given lo him, or 
that comos without voluntary effort on his 
part. Tbo compensation proposed by Mr. 
Day's bill is a fixed percentage of a Hied 
amount of involuntary labor required alike 
of all convicts, so that there can bo very 
Uttlo difference iu tho amounts received by 
differont mon. Tho lazy must receive about 
as much as tho industrious, aud there is no 
inducement to put forth unusual effort. 


As a man, for ordiuary crimes, is not kept 


in prison always, ono prominent objectof all 
prison discipline should be to enable released 
convicts to get honest livings aud wo hope 
the legislature will not adjourn till r,omo 
action iu this matter is taken.

Methodism, including Asbm-y, Coke, (iar- 
rettson, Lee, C'oopei* nnd others, but the 
jilitce wns not recognized in the minutes till 
ISO;J, when Thomas Lyell wns appointed to 
Boston, with n provision tlmt ho should la- 
bor two months nt Newport. 
Whether he 


could nol, be spared longer from lioston, or 
whether tlmt period way us long ns it was 
presumed ho could find support hen1, can 
not now bo determined. I In jnoncheil in tho 
Uaplist church, corner of Farewell and North 
HnptiKlKircetK, of which Mr. liddy was thor. 
pastor. 


No mention is made of Newport on the 


minutes of 13(11, but in 180.'. Heubcn Hub- 
bnrrl, who was stationed in Boston, visited 
the plnce, nnd wns so successful in awaken- 
ing an interest in TiTcthodism tlmt tho next 
year Newport was made, a station, with Mr. 
Hubbnrd nfi pastor. 


Tlio new society, thus formed in IMlfi, im-

Mr. George Wai-lug, uiuiag«r of Ogdeu 


farm, lays down tho following programme 
for a herd of twelve cows: 


Early in tho previous nutuiim sow three 


acres of wiutor ryof to cut the next spring, 
from May 12 to June 11. 


Early in April HOW throo aeros of oats, to 


be cut from Juno 17 to July 1. 


Late in April turn two acre lots of oats or 


harly, to be cut froia July I to July 15. 


Early in May *ow two acres iu oats or 


barly, to bo cut from July 1,1 to August 10. 


Middle of Hay BOW two acres of oats or 


baiiey, to; bo cut from August 10 to September 


Middle of June replant plot No. I with 


corn which is to be cut from September 1 
to September -'0, 


Early iu June resow plot No. 1 with bur- 


ley, to be cut from September 20 until roots 
aud cabbag«s come in, which is usually Oc- 
tober 1 (o lit. 


Ill September three ncres of plotw Nos. 4 


aud it aro to be sown in Winter ryo for tho 
next Spring's use. 


Mr. Wariug'tf experience ho claims de- 


taouiitrates two general principles: 
||1. The earliest abundant food will ba se- 
cured by use of Winter rye. 


2. The best and most abundant food for 


the Intel' Summer and earlier Autumn time 
will be secured by the use of Indian corn. 


An experiment was made last year by the 


officers ot the Agricultural College of Penn- 
sylvania lo detorniino the amount of food 
per acre. Seek was planted May 15, at the 
rate of seven bushels per acre, ono-half 
drilled in drills two and half feet 
apart, 


the other sown broadcast. On the 10th of 
August begun cutting, and on the drilled 
part gathered ;i 1,11011 pounds or 
17.44 tons 


per acre. 


Hungarian grass is a quick turned food 


for cattle. On tho same farm three pecks 
were sown per aero on tho 2lttt of May. 
August 2-seventy-three days after planting 
—-it was gathered and dried, making »,802 
pounds of excellent bright hay, which the 
horses and cattle ato with a relish, liking it 
fully as well as they did clover. 
i 


Josiah Quiuey's method of soiling is as 


follows: 


May 20 lo July 1 feed cut fodder from 


early clover, rye, or orchard grass. 


July 1 to SI cut from oat field which was 


sown, in April. 


August 1 lo 31 feed sown corn, planted 


from May I. every ten days. 


September i to 30 rccut tho oats on field 


No. 1; plso feed one acre late corn, sown in 
June, every ton days. 


October to November feed tops of vege- 


tables. 


After December, lo next May feed hay 


aud roots, mixed and finely cut or cooked. 


Lucern is most valuable for soiling. It 


requires no reseediug every year. Tho first 
year it yields two crops—June nud Septem- 
ber. In succeeding years it will yield four 
crops each season—June, July, August, and 
.September—about a ton per aero from each 
mowing. Most of its nourishment conies 
from tho atmosphere; hencr it in an enriching 
crop as a green imuuu'O. 


The following will be found a practical 


sehedulo for a herd of cows. For green 
feed during summer sow one acre early rye 
the previous fall; one acre oats: ono acre 
early sowed com, May 1, resown August 1">: 
one aero cabbages; four acres lucern; two 
notes sugar beets nud madgohls. 


For winter feed cut hay from ten acres of 


clover or timothy and roots from threo to 
five acres additional. As tho ground be- 
comes more and inoro rich tho feeding ca- 
pacity of each acre will ho increased, and 
in time doubled, so that twenty acres can 
easily inaintaiu twelve or fifteen head the 
year round. All the manure must be return- 
ed BS s top dressing.
